Red Infiltration Higher Than Ever 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(A P) — Infiltration of Commu­ 
nist troops from North to South 
Viet Nam i* higher than ever 
this year, according to U.S. offi­ 
cial statistics, more than triple 
what was reported before the 
bombing of the north began in 
February 1965. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
an­ 
nounced 
Wednesday 
that 
at 
least 46,000 enemy troops moved 
down from the north between 
January and September, an av­ 
erage of about 5,330 a month. 
This balances off most combat 
deaths in Communist ranks— 


Hanoi regulars, hard-core Viet 
Cong and regional guerrillas— 
as announced weekly by allied 
spokesmen. Accepted estimates 
of other infiltrators and uncon­ 
firmed 
‘ possible” 
boost 
the 
monthly total to above 8,800. 
‘Tt’s the same was as usual,” 
said a U.S. military spokesman 
as Thanksgiving Day brought 
turkey dinners for the 360,000 
American military men in Viet 
Nam. ‘‘Let’s hope the boys eat 
heartily."

American ground forces, more 
than tripled the evident .infil­

Lt. Gen. Tran Thien Khiem 
said in an interview in Decern- 
her 1964. when he was Saigon’s 
ambassador to Washington, that 
North Viet Nam had sent 30,000 
to 40,000 infiltrators across the 
border over the previous three 
years.

visit to Viet Nam last November 
that the 1965 rainy season rate 
had been about 1.500 a month, 
but was expected to rise with 
dry weather to 4,500 monthly.

Michigan predicted that Gov.- 
elect Ronald Reagan of Cali­ 
fornia will moderate his conser­ 
vative policies as he deals with 
the problems of his state. 
At a news conference Rom­ 
ney, leader of the Iiberai wing 
of the Republican party, sug­ 
gested that Reagan eventually 
might be forced to join the lib­ 
erals.

to find himself more and more 
in agreement with those of us 
who had to deal with the same 
problems.” 
Romney held the news confer­ 
ence with Gov. Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller of New York at the Dora­ 
do Beach Hotel, a resort owned 
by the Rockefeller family. 
As Rockefeller nodded agree­ 
ment, Romney — who did near­ 
ly all the talking — offered to 
“ sit down with Reagan and talk 
things through and develop un­ 
derstanding.”

Reagan said in San Francisco 
Sunday that Romney had failed 
to support the 1964 GOP ticket 
headed by conservative Barry 
M. Goldwater. Romney rejected 
the charge. He said he had car­ 
ried Michigan for the Republi­ 
cans in 1964 by “ emphasizing 
the Republican record of prog­ 
ress in Michigan.”

Romney, 
dressed in sports clothes, met 
newsmen after a 21a-hour lunch­

Snow for Today? . . . 
How It Happens . . . 


★ .SNOW-Will there be snow this Thanks 
giving? Snow this early it a rarity, and while 
the weatherman predicts a fair holiday for 
Pottstown, the Old Farm ers’ Almanac hints 
at two inches of snow. Abe Weatherwiae. 
in that almanac, hedges a little by saying 
maybe it’ll be an inch of rain. But even that 
isn’t in the air here. That la, weathermen 
say it isn’t. Anyway, nature’s quick charge 
artist—snow—dazzles the eye, delights farm ­ 
ers, inspires poets, and unnerve* suburban­ 
ites. It raises hob with newspaper deliveries, 
to bring it closer to home! Snow generally 
is formed by water vapor that crystallizes 
directly into ice from gas without becoming 
liquid. Condensation takes place on a tiny 
particle or nucleus. If these ice crystals 
pick up enough moisture in the atmosphere,

THE SNOW crystals usually fall as 
as individual units when the temperature 
has

warmer regions, crystals drift together 
and form snowflakes while making their 
earthward journey.

Snowflakes ore 
shaped by varia Hons In temperature and 
humidity. The designs can be austerely 
simple or fantastically complex.

★ ON A CLEAR, crisp day; the jumbled 
ice crystals in new-fallen snow produce a 
dazzling light. Acting as prisms, the crys­ 
tals bend light to produce all the colors of 
the spectrum. Since the crystals are mixed, 
the colored rays emerge from many sides 
and directions. Every state, including Hawaii, 
gets some snow. In the agricultural West, 
deep snowfall is like white gold. Snow pro­ 
vides water for irrigation, drinking, 
and 
power. From January to May, snow sur­ 
veyors trudge through white drifts piled on 
high western mountains. They measure the 
snow's depth and moisture content to esti­ 
mate the amount of water that will flow 
into valleys in Spring and Summer. Snow 
measurements are regarded as an essential 
part of agricultural planning. For instance, 
farmers on a 70,000-acre tract in central 
Idaho saved an estimated $300,000 in two 
years by matching crop acreage to the ex­ 
pected water supply . . .

Born in Clayton, Ind., near

and Eekhart. Hoy O. West had a 
tremendous

Boesen left Chicago in post­

Plans Probe 
Of Unemployment 
WASHINGTON (API — The 
Labor 
Department 
anounced 
plans to probe more deeply into 
the problems and reasons behind 
unemployment, e s p e c i a l l y 
among the “ hidden unemploy­ 
ed’’ who don’t even look for 
jobs. 
At the 
same time Commis­ 
sioner Arthur M, Ross of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics an­ 
nounced improved methods to 
measure both employment and 
unemployment, to go into effect 
next January. 
He said top priority would be 
given to pinpointing those who 
give up seeking work because of 
discouragement or lack of mo- 
tiviation., 
However, he said, the key 
test of measuring the nation's 
unemployment 
will 
still 
be 
whether a person is out of work, 
available for a job and actively 
seeking one.
